and cheques for £20 from Clif- 
‘ford Briggs. 

Mr. H. R. Batmer, prosecut 
ing, said the comptaint in the 
first Case was a fellow clergy- 
man, 
dt was alleged that Crawford 
got the £1380 cheque by saying 
tus annual returns to his church 
were due and he could not for- 
ward them unless he could certify 
he had £200 in his bank, 

He was said to have got other 
cheques by saying he wanted the 
money to buy food for his canteen 
“until the grant from the Army 
wmid the war charity) cume 
through.” 

Actually, the prosecution alleg- 
ed, there was no such giant, 

Mr, Balmer sald Crawford 
opened the “Broadgreen Can- 
teen and Comforts Fund” for 
soldiers in June, created a 
committee, and recelved £105. 
The proeecution alleged that he 
stole £63, 

Crawford was remanded on bail.

BLACK RECORD OF 
NAZI CRUELTY 


THERE IS NO RESPITE in the German terror- 
ism practised in Poland. Every day brings new 
examples of inhuman cruelties and shootings on 


the slightest pretext. 

For instance, in the village of 
S7ezuezki, near Lublin, the Ger- 
man police found recently some 
rounds of ammunition hidden in a 
garden. Immediately — the whole 
village was surrounded by the 
Germans and 200 peasants shut 
in a granary, which was set on 
tire, People who tried to esrape 
from the blazing building were 
shot down. 

All ‘the inhabitants of the village 
of Konopica, also near Lublin. 
were executed; in the village of 
Radowiec,. where a German had 
been killed by a bandit, eightv 
men were shot. : 


Helpers Shot .

THE FAITH OF 
LORD HALIFAX 


The address of Lord 
Halifax to the Pilgrims 
the other day was neither 
easy platitude nor shrill 
cry of a wounded lion for 
help, but rather the con- 
fession of a faith that has 
passed through fire and 
been refined. 

The new British 
bassador who trusted in 
Munich and found him- 
self betrayed, was a re 
sident of London during 
the — disillusionment — of 
Norway, the anxiety of 
Dunkirk and the aerial 
bombings until January, 
and when he spoke of his 
sadness in saying farewell 
to his home in England 
“at such times as these” 
he was remembering a 
home under deadly  at- 
tack. 


But out of frightfulness 
and shock he emerged to 
speak in calm tones con- 
cerning the responsibilit- 
ies of victory and the 
genuine cooperative 
search for peace and pros- 
perity. 

It was a realistic speech. 
Lord Halifax was quite 
aware that a new world 
was being born from the 
present suffering and that 
“the upheaval now con- 
vulsing the nations will 
not leave things as they 
were.”’ 

It was also a proud 
speech—the British Com- 
monwealth, “which by the 
quality of its resolution is 
the bastion of world de- 
fence to-day!” 

But it was essentially a 
view of the future and a 
pledge to mankind—offer- 
ed to questioning Ameri- 
cans and Nazi-enslaved 
Germans and to “all men 
and all nations of good 
will” everywhere. The Am- 
bassador faced the war 
with the blunt practicality 
of a Churchill and the 
humane liberalism of a 
Roosevelt, the two linked 
together. 

“This, then, is why we 
~—are_at_war,”’—hesaid, ‘1—. 

to save our freedom from 

being murdered, as it has 
been successively murder- 
ed. . .” in the long roll- 
call of European victims. 

His principal war aim. was

From the hold 
stevedores unloaded a number of 
Hinting machines—used in pre- 
paring gun cotton, The machines 
were under consignment to a Ja- 
panese firm in Shanghai, but the 
British agent had learned  thev 
were actually en route to Ger- 
many, 

To aid them in keeping goods 
flowing to their homeland. Ger- 
man commercial representatives 
in Shanghai were reported to have 
been furnished $10.000,000_ in 
Amercian banknotes since the first 
of this year. The money was un- 
derstood to have been confiscated 
in Belgium, Holland and other 
occupied countries,

cans and Nazi-enslaved 
Germans and to “all men 
and all nations of good 
will” everywhere. The Am- 
bassador faced the war 
with the blunt practicality 
of a Churchill and the 
humane liberalism of a 
Roosevelt, the two linked 
together. 

“This, then, is why we 
are at war,” he said, ‘~-' 
to save our freedom from, 
being murdered, as it has:

The Russo-Japanese Pact is al- 
most the sole topic in political and 
diplomatic circles in Washington, 
with everyone seeking the real 
significance of this  uncxpected 
happening. 

Opinions of the Pact’s signifi- 
cance —vury considerably, from 
the extreme view thal it means 
Russia will hold Japan's coat 
while she fights the United States 
tu the view which sees it as evid- 
ence of Japanese weakness — that 
Tokyo has been forced to com- 
promise with Communism in Rus- 
sia, which doctrine she — asserts 
has been fighting Chins 
fur the last four years, 

The Pact surprised — ofilciul 
Washington and it is believed Mr. 
Matsuvka himself was probably 
quite surprised in obtaining the 
agreement, 

For him personally it is unques- 
tionably a personal success. Re~ 
ports from Tokyo — state he is 
practically “due for the skids’. as 
far as the Japanese army is con- 
cerned, 

The “Baltimore Sun" expresses 
as its opinion that {f Japan 
thinks this apparent strengthen- 
ing of her position vis-a-vis 
America will soften United States 
policy, her calcula‘ion is incor- 
rect. 

The “Washington Post" says 
the militarists in Japan are hard- 
ly likely to forgive. Russia for the 
help she has given China but “the 
god of expediency which. the Nip~ 
ponese serve has called for re- 
adjustments.” 

The paper thinks that by hold- 
ing out threat of action in south- 
east Asia, which is always a pos~ 
sibility while Hitler is winning in 
Europe, Japan can recoup her 
losses in China. 

The paper adds it must now be 
apparent to the most shallow mind. 
that Moscow’s role in the world 
strife is more devious than all— . 
she applied the match and now 
seems bent on keeping the con- 
flagration ablaze. 

The Scripps-Howard “News” 
thinks the Pact would be of the 
most momentous significante if 
either signatory could be sure the 
other would adhere in both the 
letter and spirit, but the records 
of both sides show that they will 
stay hitched only as long as it is 
in their mu.ual interest to do so.— - 
Reuter,
